Allen Dulles, formerly head 
of the Central Intelligence 
Agency, ''cah harcUy he ex-:., 
pected to fell. all. As a mat- j 
ter Of fact, he can tell rela- 1 
lively little, ...and : not ..much 
of what he says will be new 
to reasonably diligent read- 
ers dr the newspapers. 

This, is perfectly predict- 
able; if o ifeader. could expect 
otherwise. Still one feels 
vaguely, if foolishly, disap- 
pointed by "The Craft of In- 
telligence.”

.beginping with a brief his- 
tory 'of intelligence activities. 
Thi# section ends with the 
preset American organi- 
zation and the distinction be- 
tween.' the CIA and the .De- 
fense. Intelligence Agency. 

Then we find sections on 
intelligence' methods and re- 
miirements. We learn, if we 
did not already know, that 
vast amounts of scientific in- 
telligence can be culled from 
the pages pf. technical jour- 
nals and that though this 
is true for all countries, the 
Western democracies’ techni- 
cal press offers m'ore infpr- , 
ination than its Iron Cur- 
tain counterparts. 

For all that, there are 
things that can’t be learned 
by open met hods. Here 
clandestine work of one sort 
nr another bec6mes neces- 
sary — "necessary," that is, if 
one, grants the assumptions 
of intelligence work. The 
world being what it -is, it is 
impossible not to grant those 
assumptions, but it is well 
to remember . that they are 
not necessarily etefnal veri- 
ties. 

Roles for Agents # 

In any case, the clandestine 
agents are men. (and some- 
times women) of many sorts. 
Some are essentially techni- 
cians plying their craft in an 
illegal 'fashion; a U-2 pilot 
violating the air space of a 
foreign country is such a man

Mr. D&llcs cites the celebrat- 
ed Col. Abel and some of his 
own German contacts during 
World \Var II as examples.
